Toronto  Planning  Board,  the  Social  Planning  Council  is  undertaking  a 
joint  study  of  social  i  esources  as  related  to  u.roan  renewal o  Purposes  ^ 
of  the  study  are  to  identify  existing  social  resources,  describe  needed 
services  and  facilities,  and  develop  a  program  for  the  co-ordination  of 
social  services,  both  government  and  voluntary,  with  government-initiated 
improvement  nr o grans u 

The  first  part  of  the  three-phase  study  is  the  identification  of 
social  resources  of  the  Metropolitan  Toronto  area,  the  in ‘-y^n_w_o ry_o f 
Social  Resources ,  In  two  parts,  the  Inventory  includes  a  listing  of 
community  services  for  .families  and  individuals,  titled  Part 
Community  Welfare  and  Ivaith  Services,  and  a  listing  cf  voluntary  associ¬ 
ations  that  are  potentially  related  to  urban  renewal  activities,  represented 
by  this  report o 

The  present  report  is  a  listing  of  Metropolitan  loronco*  s  service 
clubs .  ethnic  organisations,  fraternal  societies,  ratepayers*  associations, 
councils  of  religious  organizations,  some  credit  unions  or  co-opera tiros 
u.nd  some  labour  unions , 

Per  the  most  part,  this  report  consists  of  a  simple  listing  of  such 
organizations  by  municipality,  showing  the  names  and  a< dresses  of  bheii 
most- recently  known  principal  officer.  For  those  organiza¬ 
tions  which  responded  to  a  questionnaire ,  furtner  information  is  reported— 
in  particular,  the  degree  and  nature  of  their  interest  in  urban  renewal 
activities,  their  purposes  and  program  including  their  geographical  areas 
of  interest  and,  to  a  Limited  extent,  their  financing * 

It  cannot  be  assumed  that  the  small  number  of  organizations 
responding  to  the  request  for  detailed  information  is  a  reflection  of 
lack  of  interest  among  community  associations  in  urban  renewal  activities. 
The  request  for  information  necessarily  was  made  during  the  summer  montns, 
when  most  organizational  activity  is  at  a  standstill;  moreover,  despite  ^ 
intensive  interpretive  efforts,  many  organizations  were  hard  nut  envisage 
any  relationship  with  urban  renewal  projects,  either  because  of  limited 
funds  arid  membership  cr  because  of  a  specific  program  focus.  For  these 
and  other  reasons,  the  responses  to  the  request  for  information  from 
associations  was  disappointingly  small* 

Despite  this  severe  limitation,  this  Inventory  of  Community 
Associations  represents  a  hitherto  unavailable  identification  oj.  existing 
major  organizations  in  Metropolitan  Toronto. 

For  the  purposes  of  the  Urban  Renewal  Study,  organizations  are 
listed  by  the  municipality  of  primary  program  focus.  In  some  cases,  ^ 
residence  is  a  pre-renuisite  for  membership  in  an  organization;

It  should  be  noted  that  the  nmnicipality  of  primary  program  focus  is  not 
necessarily  that  to  which  organisational  service  activities  are  limited  -* 
for  example,  Bf|  nai  B‘  rith  has  chanters  throughout  Metropolitan  Toronto 
and  each  reports  community- service  activities  without  reference  to 
geographical  areas;  for  the  purpose  of  this  report,  in  such  cases s  groups 
ere  listed  by  the  municipality  in  which  most  members  reside.
